The following is a chro- 
nology of Arthur Herman 
Bremer’s known activities 
during the months of, April 
and May: 

March: Answered constit- 
uents’ questionnaire from 
Hep. Henry S. Reuss (D- 
Wis.) and wrote at bottom in 
part: . . Cut the god- 

damned military spending . . 
. If I rob a bank of $25,000, 1 
would go to prison for 20 
years. But if the generals do 
it, they don’t ...” 

April 3: Applied for copy 
of birth certificate from Mil- 


waukee health department. 

April 4: Attended victory 
rally for Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace in Milwau- 
kee. 

April 7-9:. Stayed at the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in 
New York City. Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey was originally 
scheduled to. stay at the 
Waldobf on April 7 Sl but his 
plans were changed. 

April 9: Took evening 
ferry from Milwaukee to Lu- 
dington, Mich. 

April 13-15: Stayed at the 
Lord Elgin Hotel in Ottawa. 


President Nixon was in Ot- 
tawa during those three 
days, and Bremer was photo- 
graphed' in a crowd that the 
President passed. 

April 15: Received a 
speeding ticket near Barker, 
N. Y., while driving south on 
Rte. 81 about 20 miles from 
the Pennsylvania state line. 

April 15-18: Registered at 
the Sheraton Inn at New 
Carrol 1-ton in Prince 
George’s County, about 20 
minutes from the Laurel 
Shopping Center where Wal- 
lace was shot a month later. 

April 28: Took evening 


ferry from Ludington, 
Mich., to Milwaukee. 

May 5: Took out copies of 
“RFK Must Die” and “Sir- 
han Sirhan” from the Mil- 
waukee public library. 

May 9: Again took the 
ferry from Milwaukee to Lu- 
dington, Mich. 

May 12: Stayed at Reid 
Hotel in Kalamazoo, Mich. 

May 13: Spent the day at 
a Wallace rally in Kalama- 
zoo. 

May 15: Arrested follow- 
ing the shooting of Gov. 
Wallace in Laurel.
